United States bonds and redeem and 
cancel greenback currency. 
Beit matted, etc., That all that portion 


ot the act approved Jimunrj 14, ISio, en- 
titled "An act to provide for the resump- 
tion of specie payments," which reads as 
follows, to-wil: "And whenever, and so 
often, as circulating notes shall be issued 
to any such banking association, so in- 
creasing its capital or circulating notes, 
or so newly organized as aforesaid, it shall 
b j the duty of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to ledeeni the legal-lender United 
States notes in excess only of three hun- 
dred million dollars, to the amount of 
eighty pereentum of the sum of .national 
bank notes so issued to any such banking 
association as aforesaid, and to continue 
such redemption as such circulating notes 
sre issued until there shall be outstanding 
the sum of thiec hundred million dollars 
of such legal tender United States notes, 
and no more. And on aud after the first 
day of January, Anno Domini 1879, the 
Secretary of the Treasury shall redeem, 
in coin, the United States legal tender 
notes then outstanding on their presenta- 
tion for redemption, at the office of the 
Ass't Treasurer of the United States in 
the city of New York, in sums of not 
less than titty dollars. • And to enable the 
Secretary of the Treasury to prepare and 
provide for the redemption in this act 
authorized or required, he is authorized to 
use any surplus revenues, from time to 
time, in the treasury not otherwise appro- 
priated, and to-.s-'ie, sell, and dispose of, 
at not less than p.1

TEY. 


Ac-cording to Commissioner Wells' 


report for 1870, the muney pas&od o\'er 
tho counters of the license retail shops 
amounted to the sum of $1,483,481.865. 
Add to this $00,000,000 ol' costs for leg- 
islations occasioned by the traffic, and 
we have $1,57U,481,8B5. It is moder- 
ate to add to this sum one fourth more 
for the sale by unlicensed persons, and by 
the manufacturers, etc., or $393,387,- 
979,84. Add to this sum $40,000,000 
for extra police, prisons, jails etc. 
But 


this traffic anlitially sends not less than 
100,000 to prison: estimating the time 
f'f each of tlnsse at the nominal sum of 
$15 and we have $1,500,000 more. But 
this traffic makes 600,000 drunkards 
who are wholly or in part incapacitated 
for business. 
Allowing that it detracts 


from each *300 worth of labor, manage- 
ment and care, and it aggregates $180.- 
000.000. 
It likewise sends annually, to 


drunkard's graves, 60,000. 
Allowing 


that these ought to have lived ten years 
longer and 
have accumulated even 


$2,(100 each, and we have $300.000 000. 
But there are still not less than 060,- 
000 persons engaged in this non-pro- 
ductive traffic, who ought, as citizens, to 
be adding by their labors and energies 
to the aggregate national wealth. Their 
time at fair wages is worth $357,015,- 
000.

LOSS BY THE U.S. STEAM- 


ER HURON. 


GREAT LOSS OF LIFE. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 24.—Tlie ob- 


server at Kitty Hawk reports at 11:35 
a, m. to the chief signal officer as fol- 
lows,; The United States man-of-war 
steamer Huron struck two miles north 
of No. 
«" station, at 1:39 a. m. 
Her 


fore n«st and maintop mast are gone. 
The strainer is :t cotal wreck. Assist- 
ance is needed immediately. 
The sea 


is breiiklnc over h«r, and several have 
already been washed ashore and drown- 
ed, 
'i'lie number on board is about 


135. 
No cargo. 
The Huron sailed 


yesterday from Fortress Monroe to Ha- 
vana. 


The Signal Service Observer at Kitty 


Hawk, N. C., reports to the chief signal 
officer at 3 p. m,, as follows: Surfmen 
just returned, and report that the Hu- 
ron has gone to pieces. Thirty saved. 
All the others perished. No assistance 
rendered. 
There Jwere 135 persons on 


board the Huron. 


The Navy Department has no ad- 


vices of tbe disaster to the Huron be- 
yond what they received from the Sig- 
nal office, and do not 'differ from the reg- 
ular press dispatches. The Department 
authorities an; 'taking means to get 
prompt information, but the facilities 
are riot good. 


The IIuvoii was an iron screw 


ler, carrying six guns and 1,450 tons, S 
of the same class exactly as the new 
vessels Alert and Ranger, now ou Asiatic 
Station. 
She had been out from Fort- 


ress Monroe only about twelve hours 
when the disaster occurred. 


The following telegram was received 


hero at 8 this evening, and a copy at 
once sent to the secrerary of the navy: 


"KTTTY HAWK, 8 r. M.—I have just re- 


turned from the wreck, a distance of eight 
miles down. There are no men at the 
wreck at present. I walked there tuid 
back with medicine and such other arti- 
cles as 1 could curry. No horse wus avail- 
able this morning. I am completely worn 
out. 
Have just sent a man down to the 


wreck to ascertain whether Lieut. Palmer 
is saved or lost. This pioroing the chief 
officer refused t» give me the names of 
those lost or saved. He feared to break 
the news too suddenly to relatives'. 


(Signed) 
NAYLOB." 


Secretary Thompson has taken meas- 


ures for the promptest-assistance to be 
given to the saved. 
He has sent a 


steamer to the' scene of the wreck, by 
way of the coast, from Norfolk, in addi- 
tion to otherves&els dispatcher!, in hopes 
that some may be picked up. 
The sec- 


retary has also telegraphed to the sig- 
nal observer at Kitty Hawk to use every 
possible exertion to relieve the saved, 
to employ messengers, and send them 
to Norfolk, and get people'to tike every 
care of them. 
The department expects 


to get very full information to-morrow 
of the wreck, by steamers that have left 
Fortress Monroe and Norfolk in obedi- 
ence to instructions issued this after- 
noon. 


The loss of the Huron was not gen- 


erally known in this city until somewhat 
late in the afternoon, and as a conse- 
quence there were very few inquiries 
made at the navy department by friends 
and relatives of those on board for de- 
tails of the calamity, or information as 
to who had been lost or saved, but to- 
uight inquiries are very numerous in all 
places where it is possible any informa- 
tion could concentrate as to the- fate of 
the unfortunates. 
It is not considered 


in any way reasonable to suppose there 
may be some who are saved in addition 
to those known to have reached her,e at 
the same time ensign Young and his 
boat's crew landed. 
Yet rigid lookouts 


will be kept, and the hope is ,not dead 
with many that ,the prompt dispatch of 
stout vessels may result in the discov- 
ery alive of some not thought Ipst— 
From tlie list of names already , re- 
ceived of those saved, and which con- 
tains the names of only one line officer. 
Ensign Lucien Young, naval officers are 
inclined to the opinion that only one 
boat from the Huron, which under naval 
rules, would be under command of a line 
officer, succeeded in reaching shoie.— 
Othersnot in. this boat were throw: up- 
on the beach, b,ut in such an exhausted 
condition as to be unable to save them; 
selves or be resusitated. Fp to this 
time there is no ground for any clear as- 
sertions of such incidents, but naval offi- 
cers advance these kleas as not improb- 
able. 
As to what reedered .the steamer 


so helpless as to drift upon dangerous 
shoals, several believe her engines must 
have broken down, leaving the. ship ab-. 
solutely at the mercy of the ,wind, and 
waves. 
Again, other naval officers say. 


with her engines thorough in strength 
and in perfect working order, she should, 
have no trouble in steering 'her way 
down the coa-t. 
Another theoiy of 


naval officers is, that when the \ easel's 
engines became disabled she dropped 
anchor, but the chains parting she wa< 
blown ashore. 
The fate of the Captaiii 


and other office r« and crew is sadly dic- 
eus-sed throughout the city. 
The offi- 


cers were nearly all well known lure 
and were all i >^.irded a.s men in e\wy 
particular c.ipublu and energetic naviga- 
tors. 
Numerous dispatches have IJCL-II 


received by the t-ecretary of the Navy 
from frieivls of tbe officers and crew, 
asking information as to their fate. 
In 


addition to the four officers and three 
others already ineutioned saved, there 


no knowledge at the Navy Depart- 


vors. 
Ensign Young sent a telegram to 


Eear Admiral Trenchard this afternoon. 
saviiiL'thatbutfour officers, whose names 
have been given, were saved.
